Though the audience at tU» publio moot- 
ing in tho Victori&.lheatro Iaafc evening waa 
no5 a largo ono, it was very representative, 
and the 'peoplo took great intoreat in tho 
proceedings. Tho chief address, which waa 
by tho Countess of Abordeon, waa highly 
appreciated, and the other epeakors also 
received fflieral applause, which showed the 
sympathy of tho hoarorB. Tho Countoas oc- 
cupied tho chair, with Mra. Biker, tho pre- 
sident of tho looal Council of Women, on her 
left, and Mra. Suiifa, the secretary, at her 
right. On tho platform wore quito a num- 
ber of tho loading ladioa of tho local council, 
and thero were also Hon Col. Bakor, Chief 
Justioo Davie, Bishop Perrin, Rev. Dr 
Campbell and Mayor league. The Gov- 
ernor-General and bis aides occupied a box 
to the left of the stage. 

Mrs. Biker, president of tho looal counoil, 
introduoed the Countess of Aberdeen. 

Her Ladyship said : It has boon our 
custom, ladies and gentlemen, In conneotion 
with our National Counoil always to open our 
meetings with silent prayor, thus showing 
our desire to recognize our dopendanco on 
our Almighty Father for blessing and guid- 
ance in all that wo undertake In regard to 
this movement. I would ask therefore that 
the doors may be closed for a few momenta 
while we together eeok the Divino blessing. 

Af torafew moments spent in silent prayer, 
the Countess addressed tho mooting as fol- 
lows : Your Excellency, Lord Bishop, ladies 
and gentlemen, and memborB of tho Victoria 
Local Counoil of Women : I scarcely know 
where to begin my congratulations, for I 
have so much wheroon to congratulato this 
council, which undor tho gtiidanco of your 
able president, supported as she la by your 
executive and officers, muab bo regarded, I 
think, almost ub our model council. And 
indeed I do not think that any of 
our other councils, although thoy 
have done excellent work, will seek 
in any way to dispute tho fact that 
the record of work done by this council as 
laid before you this morning ia altogether 
exceptional, and therefore you undoratand 
how it Is that 1 am somewhat puzzled ho\y 
to begin, beoauso there are really too many 
Bubjactafor me to touch upon. But aa I 
aaid in tho firat plaoo ae regards the ohoioe 
of your officers and tho subjects whioh you 
took up last winter, and again in regard to 
the arrangemonta which you havo made for 
the annual mooting to-day, I can only say 
that it has been vory real pleasuro and de- 
light to me to bo a spectator, aa it wore, be- 
hind the scodos to-day and to watch the 
great intereat taken in many of the subjects 
brought beforo you, tho able way in whioh 
they were disonssod and thoevidont vitality 
of the whole council, I daro say that when 
some of tho gentlemen looked at the pro- 
gramme which appeared in the papers yes- 
torday it waa with difficulty that they sup- 
pressed a smile. And so the Women's 
Council think they are going to get through 
all that 1 Well evidently, ladies, those 
gentlemen only knew about mon's meotlngs. 
(Laughter.) Thoy did'nt know that 
tho special virtues of women's meetings 
are concision and precision, and that they 
gonerally get through a groat doal of work. 
My experience is that those meotlngs aro 
short and to tho point, and though you have 
some business doferred until Monday I tblnk 
this would Boarcoly havo beon tho case had 
it not beon for tho nocossary slownoss that 
muafc attend the Oral time of holding an 
election of officers by ballot. And then 
some of the slight delays of tho day wore, I 
am afraid, oooasionod through Borne omis- 
sions in the Btanding orders rooommondod to 
you by tho National Council exeoutivo. I 
havo not had an opportunity, ladtos, of pub- 
licly congratulating you upon tho first do- 
finite pieco of work accomplished by you laBb 
winter, namely, tho nomination and carry- 
ing through of the election of Mrs. Gordon 
Grant bb Bohool trustoe. (Applauao.) In 
that, aB in other things, you havo given an 
examplo to othor councils and othor com- 
munities, and I know that if othor diatriata 
apply to you and ask what is your experi- 
ence, whether the olootion of your first wo- 
man school trustee has been a success, I 
know, I aay, what youranawor will bo, and 
I trust that your examplo will omulato many 
otherB. (Applause ) I was partiaularlygUdto 
seo on your programmo to-day a resolution 
asking for an amendmonb to the law regard- 
ing the election of echool trustoos which 
would rondor womon in tho rural distriots 
eligible for olection aa well as those In tho 
citioB. 

Then, ladies, I think that you have 
aohloved a groat triumph when tho direotoro 
of tho agricultural exhibition approached 
you . and asked you to undof tako the 
Industrial department in connection with 
tho show hold at Victoria this year. It 
proves that tho local Counoil of Womon aro 
filling that plaoo In tho public regard which 
they should fill whan thoro is aomothing to 
do which affeoto womon in any direction — 
that thoy are a body to whom tbo publio 
will look for help, and for offioiont help, 
and it is anothor reason tor congratulations 
that you not only managed that department 
bo well but that you had a section whioh ox- 
oited a very groat deal of intoreat and could 
boaat at the end that you had boon onlf- 
sustaining. I nave no doubt that tho 
requoat which you havo sent in that 
thero should bo a roprenontativo of 
womon on tho board of tho oxtoutivo will 
bo favorably oonsidorod because of tho work 
already accomplished by you, and tho in 
creased interest which you will oxcito in tho 
exhibition. There la another department of 
work whioh you have Inaugurated without 
saying much about It, that emphasizes what 
you havo done, but which I havo known to 
tako many months, not to say yoars, in 
other places to accomplish. That is tho 
Inaugurating tho Socloby of Friendly Holp, 
of which wo heard suoh a delightful ac- 
count at your business meeting this morn- 
ing. You have inaugurated a full systom of 
aenooiatod charities, you havo mapped out 
the city into 27 distriots, I think, with 
lady viaitora for each district, who under- 
take to vf sib every case whioh applies for re- 
lief and whioh is referred for this purpose. 
You have also made arrangements whereby 
as far e.s possible you ot.u refer these oases to 



a quartor where they can bo definitely and 
permanently helpod and relieved. 

By the kindness of Hie Worship the 
Mayor, you have a room in the market 
place, and bhore you qIbo oarry on a Bystem 
of giving out clothes and other neoeaaarieo 
to yonr applicants, the results of which can 
bo shown to-day in the real help whioh has 
hoen afforded to many poor families in bho 
best possible manner to pub thorn on their 
feob without hurting their feelings, (Ap- 
plause.) There was mention made of several 
famllios who had been helped w'th food, and 
of ono woman who had been seb up with tho 
means of carrying on a little laundry where- 
by she supported herself and family without 
being a burden on the oiby. When your 
president was asked she said, " Oh wo aro 
getting on delightfully, only wo havo no 
money." This oan only be because the citi- 
zens of Vioboria do not roalizj that this 
friondly holp society has beon inaugurated 
and ia being carried on in this busincsaliko 
and satisfactory way. I think thoro is hope 
amongst tho ladles that His Worship tho 
Mayor will do a little more for tho society 
than ho haa done already, I think, indeed, 
thoro iB a sort of promise to that effijot — a 
provisional one at all events. And aob only 
is money wanted, but! tho friendly help 
Bociety will very gladly accept all aorta of 
gifts which may be of uso to these poor 
peoplo, in the way, for Instance, of olothos, 
furniture, blankotB, crockery, etc, The 
friendly society have a wonderful knack of 
transforming theso things so as to make them 
of use to the applicants. Now, ladies 
thero are two new societies which have been 
formed lately. One of theso I tblnk may 
be Bald to be ' the direct outcome of tho 
counoil. It Is the society called the 
"Treasury of God," I euppoao that all of 
us here are connaoted in one way or another 
with different oocletiea, philanthropic and 
roligious, needing help. Wo are all mem- 
bers of some church, I Buppose, and we 
know how constantly the difficulty recurs of 
bho matter of funds, how work which is 
shown bo bo needed — shown to be a crying 
want in the community — passes on uncared 
for without some desperate effort from time 
bo time on the part of those interested in it. 

There are some who have calculated the 
dlfforent amounts which are given in charity 
in districts, in citios and in countries, as 
corresponding to the membera of the differ- 
ent ohurchea, and when you come to oal- 
culato this amount with what you may rook- 
on as tho income of the members of tho 
churches, ib soems that an extraordinarily 
Bmall amount can be givon for charity and 
for carrying on tho work of God and the 
church,and so those who started this society 
called tho Treasury of God in Eogland sought 
to reoall to the' minds of God's people 
that he calls upon every ono to give a cer- 
tain amout of each one ; s income to Him and 
to His service — to dedioate ib in a special 
way whilo using all their substance for Him, 
and that according to Scriptural oxamplo 
that tithe muBt bo considered tho luast 
that oan be bo given. I know that a few 
yoars ago Mr. Gladstone wrote an article 
upon thia subjoot in one of bho Revlowe in 
England whioh attracted a good deal of at- 
tention at the time, and that he was instru- 
mental In obtalng a pledge from numbers of 
his friends that they would undertake bo 
give a certain portion of their Inoome for 
purposea of oharlty. Whether or nob thia 
brought about tho starting of the Treasury 
of God, I do not know, but at all events a 
branch of this soolety haB been formed in 
Vioboria, bub you oan Boarcely say lb is or- 
ganized yeb. Ib does not seek to moddle 
with the pilvate affairs of anyone bub it 
asks those who feel this prinoiple to be 
a truth bo give a certain portion of their in- 
eomo, to set it aside for the eorvico of God 
and man, and this system has boon tried in 
conneotion with Borne congregations with 
excellent results. 

It was found that tho different societies 
and schemes of the church could bo kept up 
far more satisfactorily than by spasmodic 
efforts to provide funds. I would respect 
fully commend bhis soolety to your considera- 
tion. Some people think when thoy hoar of 
thia aocioty being formed and a treasurer 
boing elected, that ib moans that they are to 
givo this amount of their income to that 
officer. That Is nobthocaso. We only ask 
you to put ib apart and to givo as you think 
right and boat yoursolf. Thero are many 
who do this already. 1 know of children 
who keep from the outset two pursos and 
put a tithe in ono and uso the rest for their 
own purposes. I cannot help thinking that 
this ia an idea which ooutd bo carried out in 
tho training of children. Thoro Ib anothor 
society in which I oannot holp taking an 
oepocial interest, and that ia the Ladies of 
the Maoeaboos. I do nob know whether 
bhat would convoy ab first any meaning to 
people. It is, in faot, a sorb of a bonefib 
society for women, whioh was started in 
Scotland. Until reoont yeara moBt of the 
InBuranoo aooiotlos would not accept women 
until a certain age, when tho proniiuma 
wore too high for them to pay. 

You know tbe number of sad caaea of wo- 
mon who, having worked all their livop. 
come to old ago and have nothing to depor il 
upon. Thoy may have lost their savings ; 
accident or illness may have overtakon them, 
and they — aolf -respecting and indepondonb 
poopio — ai'e thrown upon oharlty. This 
was felt very much in Scotland somo yoara 
ago, with tho result that a society known aB 
bho Scottish Women's Benefit Society was 
formed. That sooiety has since boon merg- 
ed with bho Order of Foresters, into which I 
had tho honor of boing initiated aB tho first 
lady Forester in Scotland. (Applauao.) The 
aocioty of the Ladlos of tho MaaoabeoB Is on 
the same prinoiple, and wo should press up- 
on our young womon bho desirability of put- 
ting aaide eomo of their savings to insure 
thomaelvos against old age and aloknosa, or 
to be able to leave something bo bheir child - 
dron or bhoir dear onea dependent upon tholr 
work and who may at any bimo bo plunged 
in desbitution. If suoh a sooiety aa thia had 
exlstod and boon largely supported here 
thero would nob have been that need for tho 
Homo for Aged WomeD, of whioh wo heard 
to-day. Thoro aro many othor subjects in 
whioh you havo taken an intoreat during tho 
proaontyoar, bub we havo heard auffioiontof 
them already in thoso admirable reportB 
givon by Mrs. Gordon Grant and Mrs. 
Scaife. 

But, ovor and above this work whioh you 
have done, is thab of bringing all the differ- 
ent seotlons of the community into touob 
with ono another. Several of the ladiea 
connootod with tho counoil havo told mo 
thoy oould scarcely believe how a movement 
of this sort oould aob In such a manner as 
almost to ohange their livos and thoir con- 
ception of ono another and of ono anoth- 
er's work — bhat life has been Bweetoned and 
strengthened by the wider views thus ob- 
tained, permeated with opportunities of 
helpfulness to one another and tho joy of

Ottawa, Nov. 8.— John Mcintosh, of 
Kaslo, has beon appointed permanently aa 
Bub-colleotor at that point ; he ha3 been act- 
ing In that capaalby for some time. 

Tho Allan and Dominion linos are strongly 
opposed to tho contemplated subsidy to the 
Heaver line for a wintor line of ateamera be- 
tween St. John and Llvorpool. The general 
imprecairn horo la that tho government will 
grant the subsidy, bub on repreBontationa 
to-day from tho Allans and Mr. Torranco 
tho decision was postponed until Tuesday to 
enable tho old companies to aubmib a tender 
for tho St. John service. 

Tho revenue during tho lust four months 
increased $950 000 and the expenditure de- 
creased $-137,000, a neb increase of 81,- 
300,000 

Tho Premier says ihe announcement that 
South and Woat Ausbralia and Tasmania 
will not co-operate In the conatruotion of a 
Paoifio oable Is not a matter of surprise, the 
interests of those colonies being bound up 
with a rival systom. At tho Colonial Con- 
ference Sir Thomas Playford representing 
South Auotrilia strongly opposed the pro- 
ject.

London, Nov. S. — A despatoh to the 
Times from Rome, referring to the gravity 
of Turkish affaire, aaye thab Italy iB in per- 
fect aocord with England, and that the 
Italian floot iB ready to co-operate with the 
English fleet whenever the interests of 
Europe and poaco may noed ib. 

The Daily Nowa' Constantinople corres- 
pondent, whose sympathies lean toward the 
Armenian side, admits thab the Moslem at- 
tacks havo aroused suoh a spirit of opposi- 
tion and despair among tho Armenians that, 
inetead of allowing themaelvea to be killed 
quietly, as at Trebizond and Akhiaaar, they 
commenced the attacks at Zoitourn, Erza- 
roum and elsewhere, besides making ill-ad- 
vised and misohlovonB demonstrations in 
Constantinople, " Ib will take yearB," 
the correapondent oontinuos, " to revive 
confidence and trade and commerce lost 
through the present condition of anarohy. 
due to the deplorable woakneBB and inaction 
of the government. 

The Sb. Jam". Gazelle, referring to the 
addresB which U. 8 Arnbaaaadnr Bayard 
made at Edinburgh before the Philosophic 
Sooiety on "Individual L bercy, the G-rm 
of National Progross »nd Peamanence," in 
whioh he denounced socialism and protection, 
asks if Mr. Bayard is planning for his reoall, 
adding : " HiB severe condemnation of the 
protection polioy now practised ia the 
United Statos, if an indiscretion, is clearly 
a deliberate ono." 

Although Sir Edgar Vlnoent, governor of 
bho Imperial Ottoman Bank ab Constanti- 
nople, has succeeded in bettering the finan- 
cial position of Turkey by suspending for a 
month bho payment of gold for bank notes, 
it ia believed this will afford only momentary 
relief, and, to^othor with the change of min- 
istry at Constantinople, ib will have little or 
no effect upon the political aapeot of affairs. 

Armenian Asia Minor appears bo be in a 
state of tbe moBt dreadful anarchy. A dis- 
patch from tho Tlmea correspondent in Con- 
stantinople soya : " Tho condition of things 
horo is regarded aa unbearable by all the di- 
plomats, and the Sultan, whose one idea is 
to play off ono power againab anobher, la not 
pleaaod at bhelr unanimity. The Powers 
givo him aound but moat distasteful oonnaol, 
nono of their manifestations having any sol- 
fish purpose that oan afford material for tho 
manufacture of political capital. Much do- 
ponds upon bho security of the capital, as 
evidenced by tho Sopbembor riots, which 
left bho Mohammedans in a stato of unprece- 
dented oxoitomont. Nowhere, however, are 
fears entertained for a wholesale fanatical 
outbreak against tho Christians. Tho dan- 
ger lies quito in anothor direction."

With a proper aupply of guna on 
hand, however, It ia argued that a largo 
numbor of tho magnifioont Amorioan lake 
ateamors could rapidly bo armed in an 
omergency and oould oaaily overpowor tho 
British gunboata whioh aro nob armorod 
vessola. As it would take several years to 
make those guns, tho department will ask 
that tho appropriation desired be made im- 
mediately in order that tho work of con- 
struction may bogin.

PRESIDENT'S ADDRESS- 

A Most Interesting Document Dealing With 
the Important Work of the 
Inaugural Year. 

Tho work of organization and necoaaary 
routine buaineaa having been expeditiously 
diepoaed of, Mrs. Baker presented the Presi- 
dent's AddreBB : 

" I think In this, the first anniversary of 
our balng," said Mrs. Bakor, ''wo may be 
permitted some justifiable gratulotlon in the 
fact that our boloved president, tho UountoBB 
of Aberdeen, has thought us worthy of the 
great oncouragemont of her proBorjce In our 
midBt on this occasion, and has graciously 
timod her visit to Victoria for the >|ito t 
purpose of uddreeeing our mooting to niglu 
in token of hor approval and aympathy with 
ue. This mark of Hor Ladyship's deep in- 
terest in our council cannot fail, I think, to 
fill ua with fresh energy and enthusiasm In 
our work. Wo muy alao fool encouraged 
when wo rcgurd our sturdy, thriving, Infant 
council in the atrongth of ita members, tho 
soundness of ita constitution, ita record of 
work in the past and its splendid possibili- 
ties in tho future. 

"Wo now reokon as our strength twenty- 
nine afiiliated societies, numboring approxi- 
mately 900 membors, and I think tho re- 
markable faot that thiB vast aggregate of 
individuals, differing in many points of 
creed, character and politics, has proved 
itBolf capab'o of working hand in hand for 
the oomm< n good in unbroken harmony and 
mutual esteem, ia in itself a sufficient 
answer to the oft-repeated rjuoation from out- 
Bide, " What la tho use of tho council ?" 
But wo have much more than this to show, 
and wo Bound our loudest note of triumph 
when wo rooord the oleotion of our school 
trustoo, who has already bo amply juatifiod 
her appointment thab some who cavilled at 
firat are now suggoatlng two of her ! 
Hoartoned by thia auacose, the council sent 
in a potltlon to the sohool truatoos, .on a 
resolution moved by Mra. Scalfo, asking that 
u woman inspector be appointed to tho Vic- 
toria pnblio schools. This request was laid 
on tho tablo for consideration, but nothing 
has yob been hoard from the board -A trus- 
tees regarding it. 

" We have cause for thankfulness that tho 
Friendly Help Aasociation, our carefully 
organized soheme of charity in connection 
with tho council, is doing much useful 
work, thanks to the enorgy o( its capablo 
president, sooretary and treasurer, as well 
aa to thoBe other oarneab workers who have 
undertaken bo visit diatricta and to collect 
monthly contributions towards its funds. 
This work has also boen muoh strengthened 
by the oo-operation of tho Young Women's 



Christian Asaooiation, which haa given us 
material help in clothing as well as the 
benefit <«f its experience. Our friendly help 
w jrk, therefore, now possosseo every element 
•ir Buoiesa except adequate funda — u serious 
exception, I grant, but one whioh wo must 
hopo will bo removed before tho coming 
• int"' - . 'he dread approaoh oi which, with 
it i dded sorrow and suffering for the poor J 
airei>n> weighB heavily on our hoarta 

" We hope that aid may come to it. indl 
rpatly through the medium of another of our 
v^a'uree — the Society of the Treasury of 
G d — which we ato endeavoring to estab- 
lish with the object of restoring systematic 
and proportionate almsgiving, and which 
has already advanced bo fur that we have 
gained tho unanimous upproval of nearly all 
tho olTgy and of many residents in the 
piano. 

O n resolution regarding the removal of 
the tax on th* ooverlo^ of ^opftim wss f'>r- 
w rded by tho Countts i of Aberdeen to the" 
Dominion Premier and was by him referred 
to the Minister of Trade and Commerce, 
who has taken the Bubjecb into oonsMsra- 
tion. 

" The noed of a horn? for aged women 
waa brought before tho council in the fol- 
lowing roaolution proposed by Mra. Gallotly; 
' Moved that atopa bo taken by thia Council 
of Women to agitate tho formation of a 
homo for helpless and indigont women, and 
that tho mabtor be laid bofore the city coun- 
cil and alao that the hearty co operation of 
cltizona and charitable socioties bo aolicited.' 
ThiB schomo has not yet advanced to com- 
pletion but wo Bhall not relax our eD'jrts to 
warda bhab desirable end. 

" Tho necessity for pollca matrons whore 
female p'isonors are conoernod waa discus- 
eed In the council, and finding that a peti- 
tion to tho govornmonb was already pro 
posed by tho Provincial Woman's Christian 
Temperance Union," it was docided to ask 
that union to permit the Women's Council 
to co-oporato with them In the matter. 
This joint petition has not been granted as 
yet, but we hopo for Buccess in the near 
future. • 

A committee has been formed for tho 
suppression of impure literature and has 
entered on its work. 

" The management of the department of 
the Women's Council at tho agricultural 
exhibition — undertaken ab tho request of 
the committee, and to which wo added the 
attraotion of a loan exhibit — waa moat sue- 
ceeafnlly oarrlod out, and as a result one of 
our members, Mrs. William Grant, was 
elected by tho agricultural committee to 
serve on the directorate next year. 

" Those aro tho principal lines on which 
we have worked in the past. As to the pos- 
sibilities of usefulnesa which lie beforo ub in 
the future, I think they are simply incalcul- 
able as long as tho preaont harmonious rela- 
tions continue, and of course only In as far 
as we work in absolute dependence on the 
Divine guidance, without which all human 
efforb is vain and worthless. 

" I regrec to have to introduce a noto of 
sadroiM, wh>ch ue in all things human 
mingles with our brightness to day — the ab- 
sence through illues' of one of our moBt 
valued oolleagues, the esteemed tr - isurer, 
the loss of whoso presence at thia ano former 
meetings has been a source of koen rt jrot to 
us all. 

" It is my pleasant duty to oxpreaa our 
hearty thaokB to tho Mayor of Victoria, by 
whoaa kindness these rooms havo at all times 
been placed at our disposal ; and it is also 
due to his sympathy in our friondly help 
work that wo are permitted to occupy free 
quarters at the market hall. 

" To tho city press our bast thanks aro 
also due for opening their columns to us ab 
all times, and for many kindly notices of 
our work." 



The annual report of the recording secre- 
tary, Mra. Gordon Grant, dealt in detail 
with the work of the council Bince organ- 
ization, and referred also to tho desirability 
of women workers in stores and other busi- 
ness establishments being grantod a weekly 
half holiday; to the gratifying success of the 
women's issues of tho local daily papers 
Borne montha ago, and to the women's ser- 
mons preached ab aboub tho same time in 
tho city churches. 

Accompanying Mrs. Grant's report was 
the annual financial statement of tho treas- 
urer, Mrs. A. E B. Davie. By this docu- 
ment it was noticod that recoipts to the 
amount of $73 had come into the hands of 
the council during tho yoar, this total being 
made up as follows :

The expenditures of tho twelve months 
amonntod in all to but £.38 39, leaving a bal- 
ance of § 24.61 in tho hands of tho treasurer. 



FRIENDLY HELP ASSOCIATION. 

The Work of This Philanthropic Organization 
Described and Folly Explained. 

In regard to the work of that important 
working organisation of women — the Friend- 
ly Help Associai ion — itsaeorotary, Misa Mary 
R Lawson, presented the appended inter- 
esting report, tho reading of which was lis- 
tens, il to with keen uttention : 

" The Local Council of Women of Victoria 
and Vancouver Island iniugurated their 
charitable scheme luat March, und the asso- 
ciation waa callod " Tho Frlendiy Holp. " 
Tho entire management of tho aasociation Is 
vested in a committee, consisting of two 
r jpresontatlvoo from each church in tho city, 
and of members of tho snb-exooutivo of tho 
Local Counoil. This committeo moets tho 
first Tuesday in ovory month at 10:.'i0 
o'clock. Tho officers aro a president ( ho 
presiding officer of tho council), a vice pre- 
sident, secretary and treasurer. It aims to 
investigate alldestituto cases, and to do this 
tho city is divided into twonty-sovon dis- 
tricts, and oaoh district is givon to one or 
two ladies, who, when casos are reported, 
go and viBlt betn, find out If they are 
really needy, give relief as far aa 
they are ablo, and if possible procure 
work. The association is indopondent of 
all questions of religious belief, politios and 
nationalty ; and all caBes reported are 
placed under their own religious denom- 
ination. A room in the market hall, kind- 
ly lent by the Mayor, was kopt opon daily 
from 11 till 1, from March till tho ond 
of July, During tho montha of August, 
September and October, the room was 
only opon on Wodneaday mornioga, but 
wo decided at our last meeting that dur- 
ing November we would keep it opr-n on 
MondayB, Wednesdays and Fridays. Thero 
aro two ladieB in charge of tho room, and 
a register Is kept of all persons needing 
assistant-?, and a diary also, in which ouch 
lady enters an account of what sho has 
dono 

" Many gifts of old o'othos have been 
received and distributed, and four donations 
of money, to the amount of §12 40, have 
been thankfully recoived. We have found 
many cbbos cf deserving persona, sick and 
poor, neoding urgent holp, and havo as far 
as possible relieved bheir wants. Ton 
families havo boon assisted with grocorlos 
and moab several times, and in four cases 
fuel has boon givon ; and it is very gratify- 
ing to roporb that many|porsons who have 
recoived timely assistanoo have beon en- 
abled to soouro work, and are now doing well. 

" Wo have found lb impossible to 
oarry on the association entirely on 
the lines Rt first proposed. It was 



intended to keep a registry of needy 
persona, sending them to charitable institu- 
tions for relief. We have found, however, 
that thero were no socioties to help, ao ib be 
came necesaary, in consequence of the 
urgency of the cases, to use tno fun is col- 
lected by the cards for the purpose of pro- 
curing relief, so the association has become u 
benevolent as woll as a "fricDdly help" 
One of our rules is that no alms snail be dis- 
pensed except by penmooi,.n of the commit- 
teo. The total amount received from the 
cards since March ia $46.55, of which §45 
has bseu spent in groceries and fuel. 

" We hove juab moved into a now room, 
No. 40, In the market hall, and I have much 
pleasure in announcing that tho relief com- 
mittee of the Y. W.C.A havo joined with us 
in this our benevolent work.'' 

Miss Lawson'B report having beon rocoivod 
and adopted, Mrs. Scaife followed with a 
condensed roport upon the work of the 
numerous sooiotios in affiliation with tho 
council. Th?sa now number twenty-nine 
asBoolctJons and have a membership oi pro- 
gressive women numboring almost oho 
thousand. In addition thoro are aix in 
dividual members of tho oouncll, and two 
patrons — Mra. Pemborton and Mra. Theodore 
Davio. 

A notablo feature of thia report was the 
synopsis contsinod of tho philanthropic and 
charltablo work of the several affiliated 
societies, two of whioh — the Y. W.C.A. and 
tho Friendly Help Association — havo re- 
cently united their effortB. 

Under tho head of " Reception of now 
sooiotles," Mrs. Spofford spoke briefly for 
tho work of the Refuge Homo, tracing its 
history of active endeavor from tho timo of 
its OBtabliahment seven years ago. During 
tho period referred to, upwards of one hun 
drod women havo Inen helped to a bottor 
life, though the work has been carried on In 
tho face of very great and embarrassing 
difficulties. One vory serious obstacle to 
effective work had been found by tho com- 
mitteo of managomont to exist in the ex- 
treme difficulty of finding employment for 
tho inmates of the home. Tho speaker felt 
that much might be accomplished in this 
direction through the co-operation of the 
Women's Council. 

Mr. Mary MoNoill briefly presented tho 
alms of tho Ladies of the Maocabaes, for 
whom shit waa a delegate; while Mies Perrin 
spoke for the Sooiety of Willing Workers. 
The Women's Misalonary Society of the 
Metropolitan Methodist church was intro- 
duced by Mrs. Burgess, and tho good work 
of tho Sisters of St. Ann'B waa referred to 
by Mra. Aikman, who ahowed how far the 
varioua charities of the SiBters had been 
advancod. They had now a kindergarten 
for boys in operation ; were caring for Bovon- 
teen aged and indigont women; ware mak- 
ing, as tor years past, the care of the 
orphans their special study ; and had in 
their chirge that most worthy iuBtltution 
the St. Joseph's hospital. All these good 
works had been undortakon and carried out 
without any govornmonb aid whatever. 



OFFICERS ELECTED. 

Mra, Baker Unanimously Chosen as President 
for a Second Term— Her Associate 
Workers. 



Mrs. William Angus and MrB. Spofford 
having beon appointed as auditors for tho 
opening year, tho election of officers pro 
coeded. Mrs. Spofford having declined 
nomination for tho presidency in favor of 
Mra. Baker — tho only other nominee — the 
re-election of Mra. Bakor was made unani- 
mous. Ballots were required for all the 
other officers, who were chosen as follows : 
Firat Vice-President — Mrs. Charlos Hay- 
ward. 

Firat Vice-Proaidont at Large — Mrs. Mc- 
Innes, 

Second Vico-Prealdent — Mra. William 
Grant. 

Recording Secretary — Mra. Gordon Grant. 
Corresponding Sooretary — MrB. A, H. 
Scaife. 

Treasurer — Mra. A. E. B. Davlo. 

Thia waa the last business of tho morning 
session, which was honored — as w»B that of 
tho afternoon — with tho presence of both 
Lord and Lady Abordeen, who, howovor, 
took no part in the interesting proceedings. 

The considerations of resolutions sent in 
by affiliated sociotieB and by tho oxooutlvo 
committee, ocaupled tho greater part of the 
afternoon, tho debates at times being keenly 
interesting und instructive, and oaoh of the 
spoakers ahowlng herself thoroughly inform- 
ed upon tho subject sho discussed. Owing 
to tho unavoidable absence of the movcra 
and eecondors, aoverul of tho resolutiona on 
tho paper wore passed over, theso deferrod 
matters of buaineaa including the motions 
proposed in regard to tho oducation of 
Chinoso girla ; in reference to tho total ab- 
olition of Chinese slavery on Canadian soil ; 
with respect to tho rigid enforcement of tho 
liquor lawB, and tho Beparation of the liquor 
business entirely from tho grocory trade ; 
ond, lastly, with regard to tho securing of 
provincial legislation guaranteeing a bettor 
observance of the Sabbath day throughout 
British Columbia. Each of theso resolutions 
Ib to bo deult with next Monday afternoon, 
to which date tho general mooting stands 
adjourned. Tho question-box remains opon 
in the meantime, and iho Counteaa of Aber- 
deen has kindly promised to attend at tho 
adjourned mooting and answor tho numer- 
ous iDDuiries that havo already boon pro- 
pounded. 

WOMEN ON THE SCHOOL BOARDS. 

The Legislature Will Ho Asked to Correct 
What Was Apparently an Uninten- 
tional Omission. 

Tho firat resolution of tho afternoon was 
prosontod by tho Woman's Christian Tom- 
poranco Union, through Mrs. Scaife (pro- 
poBor) and Mrs, John Robaon (seconder). It 
road as follows : 

" Whereas In tho cities of this province 
women ure eligiblo for positions on the pub- 
lic sohool board ; and whereas women of tho 
rural districts do not onjoy this privilogo ; 
Theroforo be it roBolvod, that our provincial 
legislature bo petitioned to amend the sohool 
acb so as to extend tho privilege to women 
in the rural districts." 

Ib was explained by both tho mover and 
tho socander thab tho discrimination in 
brie acb in favor of the womon of tho 
cities waB apparently unintentional— the 
womon of tho rural districts wore not denied 
to be equally eligiblo, and the omi u Bion 
would no doubt bo rootlfied at tho firat sob- 
Bion of the provinolal parliament. Victoria 
had already sent ono lady to tho school 
board, in tho person of Trustee Mrs. Grant, 
and tho experiment had proved ao conspicu- 
ous a success thab she would no doubt bo 
given associates of hor sex ab tho firsb op- 
portunity — and no doubt also tho rural die- 
trlota would follow Victoria's examplo In 
this rcspeot as Boon aa the technical obatacloa 
were romovod an proposed in this resolution, 
Womon, ib wns argued, were more dirootly 
concerned than mon in tho education of tho 
ohildron, and for this reason, if no other, 
women should have thoir placo on the trus- 
tee boards. 

Trustee Mrs, Grant and several other of 



the delegates spoke in support of tho resolu- 
tion, whioh waa unanimously adopted, 

Mrs. Cjapman nnd Mrs. Bstte, speaking 
for tho Cenionnial Cr,uici Missionary So- 
ciety, introduced iheetccni resolution of 
the day, as follows : 

" WhoreaB the Bible, both in the O'.d Tes- 
tament and tho Now, is direct in its com- 
mand of laying uBldo a titho of one's income; 
therefore bo it rcbolvtd, thab as a Council of 
Women wo encourage systematic giving to 
religious and philanthropic purposes." 

Toe necessity of syBtematio giving in ordor 
that useful works of ohority and philan- 
thropy may bo successfully carried on, was 
duly imphasized, together with tho faot 
t lab, by tho Holy Writ, ono tenth belongs 
to God and muai, therefore,' in all honesty 
be rondored him. There was no Biblical ex- 
emption, Mrs. Chapman pointed out, for 
limited Inoomes, and by everyone noting up 
to the Bpirit of the resolution the greatest 
obstaclo to practical philanthropy would be 
removed. 

The resolution passed without opposition. 



PROTECTION FOR THE YOUNG. 

The 1'ollco Close Their Eyes to Offencw- 
Evll Associations aud How to 
Prevent Them.

From the teuohing ataff of tho South Park 
achool came three important resolutiona, 
each of which has for ita object tho throw- 
ing of greater Baft guards about boyhood, 
Tho first of the series waB introduced by 
Misa Laweon and Miss Curmiohael and Bob 
forth that : 

" Whereas numbors of boys under the ago 
of sixtoen may be seen smokiDg on tho pub- 
lic stroets of Victoria : Bo it therefore ro- 
Bolvod that tho Local Council of Women con- 
demn tho uction of tho city polico in abut- 
ting their eyes to thia evil, und also to the 
offnnco committed by thoee doalera who sell 
tobacco In any form to children under six 
teen." 

The proposers of thiB resolution, aa wol! 
aa Miss A. D. Cameron und othor of the 
lady delegates who followed, deplored that 
while the law prohibiting the sale of tobacco 
to minors or its use by them was a very good 
law, it was scarcely ever enforced. The 
polico were wilfully blind to the spread of 
tho cigarette habit among children of tender 
years, and it only remained for the womon 
to eee that the officers of the law did their 
duty. It was a comparatively easy matter 
for the police to secure convictions in every 
case — if they could only be roused bo a real- 
ization of their duty and bo made to do it. 
In thia connection one of the speakers pro- 
posed that the ladies preaont oonatitute 
themaelvea a committeo of the whole to re- 
port ovory caso of cigarette emoking by 
children coming undor their observation. 
This suggestion met with general approval 
and tho resolution was adopted. 

The next following resolution, by Miss 
Lorimer and Miss Frank, was aomewhat 
aimilar In character and provided that : 

" WhereoB nowsboya of tender age go in 
and out of saloons und places of low repute, 
and district messengers are sent upon er- 
rands to places of which they should have 
knowledgo : Be it theroforo rosolved, 
that having tho interest of theso children at 
heart, tho women of this Local Council con- 
demn these practices, and use its influence 
in having this state of affairs remedied." 

Strong addresses wero made with this 
resolution as their text, the consensus of 
opinion being that the council should go 
deeper into the Bubject or not touch ib all. 
Who were responsible — who should bB ap- 
pealed to for a remedy — how could the reso- 
lution as presented accomplish anything ? 
Theso wero tho three most important ques- 
tions propounded. Incidentally reference 
was mudo to the good work that is being 
dono among the children of Victoria by 
Mrs. Jesaop, who has already enrolled up- 
do of 900 iitiiio ouoo on-?ng her friends, 
and tho doeirability of broadening and ex- 
tending the fiold this lady has taken posses- 
sion of was oommonted upon. As a practi- 
cal suggestion in touoh with tho resolution 
itself, Miss A. D. Cameron favored tho 
adoption by tbo municipal counoil of a by- 
law prohibiting the employment of boys un- 
der u certain &ao for night duty — for here 
all tho trouble lay. 

Ultimately the resolution passed with tho 
addition, at tho suggestion of Mrs. Gordon 
Grant, of the words : 

"By the executive making a special study 
of the subject doalb with and petitioning tho 
proper authorities to prevent a continuance 
of the practices complained of.'' 



COMPULSORY EDUCATION. 

Tho State's Duty to tho Child the Subject of 
a Well-Considered Taper. 

Breaking tho monotony of tho Berios of re- 
solutions, and paving the way for the mo- 
tion which stood next on tho programme, 
Mies E. G. Lkwson read a papqr on " Com 
pulsory Education " — a woll considered, 
practical and interesting urticlo, of which 
tho following in a substantial reproduction : 

" Wo hear it said very often that 'the 
stato' owes overyono an oducation. This Is 
no doubt true, hut in our country ono might 
almost limit it to our cities ; many pooplo 
aro not very particular whether or not tho 
stato pays its debta. People of menus mey 
oducato thoir children ua they please ; for 
thoso who prefer sectarian schools, wo havo 
good sectariun schools, but the law diatinot- 
ly Buys that all shall be educated. In canes 
where parents or guardiuna undorvuluo tho 
advantages cf education and noglect to aond 
their children to school or otherwise pro- 
vide for thoir education, tho state stops In 
ond not only punishes such parents or 
guardianB, but can oompel them 1o aond 
their children to school. 

" Lately this mutter has come undor my 
pereonol notice. In tho school in which I 
touch wo hovo somo boys (under twelve) 
who, through the carolossnosa of their par- 
onts, or luok of vigilance on the part of their 
former touchers, havo got into vagrant hab 
its. Somo of those boys havo boon away 
from home for a weok at a timo and know 
what ib is to ' Bloop out.' Wo havo scvoral 
children of this stamp, and the sohool has 
much moro hold upon them than tho homo. 
Now we require 'o bo on tho watch nil the 
timo thab theso little ones may nob roturn

CANADA'S LOYALTY. 

Mr. Hall Oaine, like many other English 
men who visit Canada, was surprised to rind 
Canadians wherover he went fet v-ently loyal 
It appears that he did not expect to see 
British subjects in Canada to all appear 
anoo even moro loyal than British subjects 
in England. He said at the banquet given 
him by tho Toronto publishers : 

" The thing that has struck me most since 
I came to this continent is the loyalty of 
Canada. Your loyalcy may not be deeper, 
but ib 1b moro vocal than ours in England 
If I had to find a reason for your devotion 
to the Crown, I think I should ask myself if 
it did not come largely of your independent 
position as a self governing Dominion. Some 
light 1b thrown on this matter for me by ray 
knowledge of my own little island home, 
the Isle of Man. Wo are a passionately 
loyal people there, and we are a little self- 
governing nation. If we wore to be merged 
iv.no a county of England, I should not like 
to answer for the lifo of our loyalty. So 
perhaps with Canada. The best way to pre 
serve her loyalty is to preserve her indo 
pendent rights. Long may her independ- 
enco last ! Long may it be before there 
o»n be any serioua talk of anobhor con 

ditlOQ. 

" Bab though you are independent of the 
Old Country, you have your ties and obli 
gations to her. You are in the position of 
the Bon of a father who has many sons. There 
was no room for them and for their children 
under the parenb roof. There was neither 
ciance of life nor likelihood of peaco, 
Ho bhe son goes out and marries 
himself, perhaps, bo the strange woman. 
But because he lives under another 
roof he does nob cease to be his father's son. 
Ho bears hia father's name. He carries his 
father's blood. If he doos wrong the shame 
will be his father's no loas than his. If 
right, the glory will be his father's too. Ho 
ctnnob disassociate himself from his father. 
And bhongh he is fully able to look after 
his own affaira, there are things in which he 
lo :ks to his father. He allows hia fabhor to 
give plodgeB for him, always reserving the 
power of withdrawing from them when they 
seem to him unwise. He does not withdraw 
from them if he can avoid doing so, even 
when they are nob altogether to his baste. 
So Canada. Sho has her relations with 
England, and through England with the 
rest of the world. England enters into 
treaties or arrangements in her name and on 
her behalf. Sho will keep those treaties if 
sho oan. They are intended for the benefit 
of tho whole family, and if thoy press a 
little hard here or thero, sho will still try to 
observe them, because of tho bond of blood 
;iad of name, and beoauso of tho deep a&U of 
patriotism." 

Hall Caino was not long in discovering 
the secret of tho loyalty of the Canadian 
people. Their fathors brought with thorn a 
good stock of loyalty to begin wltb. They 
lovod the land thoy had left, they wero 
proud of its institutions and its history ; 
and Groat Britain has douo nothing siaco to 
losson the loyalty which tho sona of the pio- 
neers Inheritod. Ou the oontrary, for 
the last half oonbury nearly the relations 
bobweon Groab Britain and Canada havo 
boen Buoh as to incroaso the affliction and 
admiration of Canadians for their mother 
country. Sho has indeod been a mother 
—a kind and a judiolous mother — to 
them. Thoy havo recoivod nothing bub 
good at her hands. Sho has allowed thorn to 
manage thoir own uffiirs in tholr own way, 
she has extended to thorn the protection of 
her proabige, and sho has helped blium to 
carry out any projaot upon which they had 
set their hearts. When Canadians had 
made up their minds that thoy ought to 
confederate, sho without needless inter- 
ference gave the aohomo overy encourage- 
ment ; and whon Canadians without Im- 
perial aBolstaaae had constructed a great 
transcontinental railroad, Great Britain 
gave them ovory credit for their courage 
and bheir enterprise, and contributed In a 
quiet and modoab way bo make it a sucoobu. 
In her dealings with foreign nabionB tho 
Mother Country has troatod Canada with 
the groatesb consideration. Sho has not in- 
torfered with thoir legislation and tho 
Govornora Gonorul that sho has sent them 
to represent hor havo invariably performed 
thoi; duties in suoh a way as to make tho 
relation between Canada and bho Mothor 
Country pleasant and attraotivo. Why, 
bhen, should nob Canadians bo loyal 2 They 



enjoy nearly all bhe privileges of British 
citizenship without being required to bear 
any of its burdena. 



A BARK PL AOS OF THE EARTH. 

The Aahantees besidea being troubleaomo 
neighbora are horribly superstitious. Tho 
praotice of offering human sacrifices is com- 
mon among them. Whon a great porson 
dies, several men and women aie killed to 
keep him company. " I was present," said 
one witness, " when King Prempeht ordered 
six men to be sacrificed on tho occasion of 
tho death of Kwasieaframi, the King of 
Gyoso, and I saw three heads cut oQ in the 
plaoo of human sacrifice. This occurred 
about twelve months ago." "Whon," 
Biid anoth&r witness, "Kind joe Apol, chief 
of Pampasoo Kumassi, died a woman 
nnmed Gogoe, her aon another man wero 
sacrificed. The laat vlotim waa at 
offering from King Prempeh him 
aelf. This ocourred a year ago,' 
Tho narrative goea on to deaoribe the saori 
fico quite recently of man/ other men and 
womon who were publicly killed because su- 
perstition demanded their death. Ib must 
be oloar to all humane persons that if Groat 
Britain cau put a stop to these dreadful 
practices it ought to do so without delay 
An Ashanti prince, Osboo Ausop, deularos 
that there is no truth in the reports with re 
gard to human sacrifices. But the reports 
are so many, and all the particulars aro so 
cloarly given that it is folly to suppose that 
they aro all inventions. A Brit 
ish protectorate would makfl human 
sacrifices impossible, and would iu many 
othor ways improve tho condition of tho poo 
pie, who aro at tho nioroy of inhuman doBpots 
who think less of killing a man than a niorci 
ful European would think of killing a horse. 
It is surprising that intorcourso with 
Europeans has not had a humanizing effect 
upon theao African savages. 



THE NEW YORK ELECTION. 

The New York reformers have found that 
virtuo is nob its own reward. They havo 
been doing their best for the last two years 
to make New York a sober and in other re 
spoots a moral city, and the result is that 
a ma jority of the electors, so far from ap 
predating their efforts, havo voted back the 
oorrupt Tammany ring into power. It is 
said that the reformors have been too strict, 
too puritanical ; that thoy have endeavored 
to put a law in foroe that was not in accord 
ance with public opinion in tho city. What 
wore the authorities to do ! Were they to 
oontinue to wink at the opon violation 
of law ? This would bo a betrayal of the 
trust which the citizens had placed in their 
hands. Mr. Roosevelt and his assoolateB 
were placed in office to administer the laws 
as they stood on the statute book. They 
had nothing to do with their enactment. 
If the laws were bad nothing could provo 
their badness so effectually as enforcing 
them striatly and faithfully. But the 
strict and faithful enforcement of the excise 
laws did not show that they wore bad ; it 
rather showed that bhoy wore too good for a 
very large proportion of bho citisons of New 
York. Thoir enforcement improved tho 
city in many ways ; but it now turna out 
that very many New Yorkers did nob want 
their city Improved in those ways, 

It is said that the laws against Sunday 
liquor selling were euaotod by a legislature 
the majority of whose mombers wero elected 
by rural constituencies, who have no notion 
as to what are the requirements of cities, 
Those who say bhia aak for a looal option 
liquor law. Under auoh a law, thoy say, 
the people in the oountry places can regulate 
the liquor traffic to their own liking and the 
Inhabitants of cltios oan have the law made 
to euib their oiroumstancos and habits, We 
aro glad to see thab Mr. Parkhursb is nob 
diaoouraged ab tho result of the eleotion. He 
doos not despair even under Tamuuarjy rule 
to bring about the reforms he advocates. 



RELIGIOUS PERSECUTION. 

It la generally bdlioved that men and 
womon In countries claiming to bo civilized 
are no longor peraoout-ed for oontcionce sake 
Such cruel intolerance, It is thought, be- 
longed to an unenlightened ago which Is 
paat. Mon, it is allogod, have grown too 
broad-mindod and too juBb and too liutnano 
ovor again to couutonunco religious persecu- 
tion. A vory interesting aooount of what 
is to day going on in Russia, contained in 
tho London Weekly Times of tho 25tli ult., 
shows thab bhoso who taka this viow aro 
altogether too optimistic — that thoy think 
bottor of mankind than it deserves. 

Tho account to which we allude Is pub' 
lishod on bho authority of no lees a person- 
ago than Count Tolstoy. It Is well known 
thab bhe great Russian author's opinions on 
religiouB subjects aro peculiar bub no ono 
calls in question his integrity or hia disin- 
terestedness. Tho account la published in 
tho London Timoa beoauso its publication 
would nut be permibtod by tho government 
press censor in Russia. Ib relates to a sect 
oallod the Dukhobory or Dukhcborsty. This 
sect " sprang up in Russia at bhe end of tho 
last century and many times during tho 
proBont coutury, thoy havo Buffered 
persecutions and compulsory migrations " 
beoauso of their religious beliefs 
and praoticeB. They aro a kind of Russian 
Quakers. They are Christians who, in 
spite of oblcquy and 111-troatmont, endeavor 
to carry out in thoir Uvea wbab thoy boliovo 
to bo bho boachings of Chrlsb. Tho funda- 
mental idea of tho teaching of tho founder if 
the soot was that in the soul of man dwolla 
God himsolf, and thab He himselt guides 
man by HiB Inner word. God livoa in 
nature physically and In man's soul spiritu- 
ally. Thoao people practise toroperanoo in 
moftb as well as In drink, and thoy do nob 
use tobacco. Thoy do nob eab animal food, 
and they aro abrlcb toototallora. Thoy aro, 
besides, rigidly domooratic in thoir ideas, 
and thoy are alow to acknowledge tho auth- 
orlty of government, when that authoriby 



contravenes their convictions of what is 
righb. Like bho Quakers, they believe in 
the dootrine of non-reaiatance. They think 
it wrong to reelab evil by physical force, and 
it Ib by aoting on this conviotion that they 
of late years have come into collision with 
the Government. " In tholr relations with 
men," aaya tho account, " they are kind, 
gentlo and somewhat solemn in their boar- 
Ing, leading a laborious and moral life ; 
they are distinguished by great height, 
strongth and physical beauty." 

Yet, notwithstanding their kindness, their 
gentleness, bheir industry and their harm- 
less lives, they havo been driven by the 
Russian authorities from poat to 
pillar. Their hat compulaory migra- 
tion waa to tho Transcauaasus. They 
wero settled in the govornmenb of Tittle, 
whore, in spite of all unfavorable conditionB, 
bhoy flourished. Up to last year theao Rua- 
aian (Juakora did military eervice. A few 
months ago thoy came to the conclusion that 
such servico was contrary to their prlnciploa, 
and thoy forthwith rofused to servo any 
longer. This iclusal exposed them to pun- 
ishment and prosooutione, which thoy suf- 
fered with patience and even cheerfulnosB. 
When a Dukbober refuses to 6erve he shortly 
oxplains his reasons for so doing : 

Q Why do you nob wish to servo tho Em- 
peror ? 

A 1 should like to obey his will, but he 
truins us to kill men, and my conscience re- 
fuses that 

Q. Why does it refuso ! 

A Becoudo the Saviour hao forbiddon us 
to kill mou and I believe him, aud follow 
God's will. 

Q What are you '! 

A. I am a Christian. 

Q. Why do you call yourself a Christian X 
A. Because I know Christ's teachings. A 
Christian's living spirit cannot and will nob 
do such deeds as yours. 

For a time the Government contented it- 
self with punishing individual offenders — 
those who had rofused to remain in the ser- 
vico and thoso who had refused to go into 
tho sorvlco. In order to make 10 impossible 
for tho Dukhobors to porform military duty 
they burned tho arms that were in their pos- 
session. It waa then, aB it ap- 
pears, that the Government, cr the 
military authorities, began to punish 
thorn en masse. Largo assemblages of them 
were attacked by the Cossacks and lashod 
with whips, and when thoy could not bo pre- 
vailed upon to coase their passive resistance 
to law the lashing was ronewed. Tho up- 
shot of the persecution waa that 4G4 fami- 
ilea were driven from their homes. " These 
were scattered over four districts . . . 
among the villages with Georgian popula- 
tion aB if with tho purpose of starving them 
out. They were settled by two, throe or five 
families in a village without a grant of land 
and prohibited from any communication 
among themselves." Tho innocent and the 
guilty wero thus inoluded in a most aevero 
punishment beoauso they were not orthodox 
in their religious belief, and because some 
among them could not without doing vio- 
lence to their religious conviotions serve in 
bho army.

Sax Francisco, Nov. S.~ Theodoro Dur- 
rant has written a sketch of his life and am- 
bitions, and has told how it feels to be on 
trial for murder. He takes the churches to 
task for what he thinks la their lack of 
Christianity, and says that his ooolneas 
during tho trial waa duo to the lovo and 
comfort given him by hia mother. Ho 
stoutly proclaims his innooenoe, and satir- 
izes Borne of his crltioa. 

He says : " ^is world is- only a tempor- 
ary trial, to prepare us for another and 
better world. Tbla exietenco consists of 
only a few troubloB and painful years at 
best, bub there wo will enjoy eternal hap- 
pinosB in tho company of angola of God.

The "Hankow" Completes Her First 
Voyage Under the Northern 
Paciiic Flag:. 



Twelve Hundred Miles With a Broken 
Propeller-The " Mathilda's " 
Trying Experience. 



An old fashioned British eteamship 
modelled after many of those now running 
to Australia, and very aimilar in appearance 
to tho Arawa, ia the new Northern Paoltio 
liner Hankow, which last evening tied up at 
the outer wharf for tho first time. She made 
the run from Yokohama In fourteen days 
despite rough seaa and atormy weather, and 
after calling at tho quarantine station 
berthed »b the outer wharf at exactly six 
o'clook. Although a freighter the Bteamor 
in appoarance !b tho ideal of comfort aa in- 
dicated by her compact houaowork, her eov- 
eral promenades and otb.erwiae apaaioua 
decka. Additional graoo ia given the ahip 
by her pretty barkentine rig. She is a 
poworful looking craft of .'1,51)4 tons groaa 
and 2,331 tona regiator ; hor length ovor all 
ia 420 foot, hor beam 42 feet, and hor dopth 
of hold 25 feet. She makes an average speed 
of twolvo knota, but when pushed can do 
much better. Her machinery is all of the 
boat, and as a crow tho ship carries S2 all 
told, 62 of whom are oooIIob, whilo the ohiof 
nfficera aro : Mastor, Capt. Orr ; tirat ollicer, 
Earhardt ; second officer, P. A. Mlllor ; 
third officer, T. 15. Sharp ; fourth officer, 
Barnwell ; surgeon, Dr. Stvan ; pursor, F. 
E. Moore ; ohiof Bteward, F. Balden ; chief 
engineer, W. Kolllday ; second engineer, 

H. Griffith; third engineor, John Eyton, 
and fourth engineer, F. S. Harvey. Purser 
Moore is well known here, having been a 
resident of Victoria a few year« ago. Ho 
reporta that tho ahip after paeaing the 
meridian on her voyage had very bad 
weather, meeting with continuous strong 
southeasterly to oaatorly winds. Her first- 
olaBa paeBengorB were Capt. Squires, R.N., 
from Yokohama, who, it Is nnderstood, will 
make tho round trip ; Mr. and Mrs. Both- 
wink, who aro bound for Southern Cali- 
fornia from Yokohama ; Capt. Molochman, 
of Shanghai, who is going to Paris ; and On 
Salto, the new Japanese Consul for Tacoma, 
There were 32 Chinese steerage p&mngerB 
for Victoria. Tho stoamer brought a full 
carco, ovor 300 tons being for this city. 

AN EVENTFUL PASSAGE, 
Voyaging ovor 1,200 miles to port through 
gales which frequently threatened disaster, 
is something not bo vory wondoiful.hut when 
this Is accomplished by a big 2,269 ton 
steamsliip with only a Binglo blade of her 
propeller the undertaking is much more dif- 
ficult, dangerous and eventful. Such was 
the novel experience of the Norwegian 
tramp steamer Mathilda, Capt. Taarvlg, 
which arrived in Efquimalt from Nagasaki, 
early yoaterday morning. When about 

I, 200 miles from the Capo tho ship paSBod 
through a quantity of wreckage whioh un- 
fortunately Capt. Taarvig oannot deecribe, 
aB It was at midnight and in a galo. Being 
in ballast tho ship was naturally high out of 
tho water and in plowing her way through 
the maBB her propeller Btruok something 
hard and three bladeB were snapped olf. 
Nothing could bo done but proceed, and for- 
tunately for those aboard there waa an 
abundance of provisions on the ves- 
sel, time and pAtienco boing the 
only things that had to bo 
sacrificed. The whole 1,200 mileB were cov- 
ered at a fivo mile rate at boat and at much 
slower speed under unfavorable circum- 
stances. The Bhip waa reported at the en- 
trance of the Stralta Thursday morning, but 
there she met with a stroDg adverse current 
which detained hor until yesterday morn- 
ing. Thonaturo of the voyago from Naga- 
saki can be realized from tho longth of time 
— 21 days — taken to complete it. The Ma- 
thilda came hero to entor dock for cleaning 
beforo proceeding to the HaatingB mill, 
whoro ahe will load lumber for Buenos 
Ayres. She was at Vladivostok on tho 
2'Joh of last September, but what the nature 
of tho naval work there in progreBa waa 
Captain Taarvig doea not aoem inclined to 
talk abjut. Ho says there 1b a groat deal 
of construction going on, and when he waB 
in port a big fleet of Russian warships waa 
assembled. The Mathilda will deck oarly 
this morning. 

MARIS E NOTES. 

The British ship Ardmore, which will bo 
tho last of this year's aalmon fleet to depart, 
has not yet arrived from London but is 
looked for dally. Sho is out 157 days on 
tho voyago and has a general cargo for Vic 
toria and Vancouver. Sho waa spoken in 
lat. 14 N. and long 26 W. 

The steamship City of Puebla arrived 
from San Franciaco lastovoning with a little 
ovor 70 tons of froight and the following 
passongera : B. J. Hays, E. O. Stringer 
and wile, Frank Davie Mra. A. Lewis, and 
D. J. Stophons. 

Tho steamer Mischief, Capt. Foot, leavos 
for Quataino and porta en route at noon to- 
day. Sho carries a heavy froight and all 
the paasongora eho can accommodate. 

Tho atoumor Capilano, of Vancouvor, has 
been chartorod to carry a load of coal to 
Sitka.

It waa genorally expected that when J. C. 
Provost, the late Supreme court registrar, 
come up for re-oleotlon yosterday ho would 
ask for a spoody trial, plead guilty, and bo 
immediately sontenced. The Crown raiBod 
a point, however, which quite upset this 
calculation. There were only a few poople 
In court when Mr. Justice Crease took his 
■eat on tho bench ; Hon. A. N. Richards, 
Q C, appeared for the crown, and Mr. 
Chas. Wilson, Q.C., for the defence. (Che 
chargea wore not read. Mr. Combo, the 
deputy registrar, simply announcing : 

" RECINA VS. l'REVOST." 

Hon. Mr. Richards oontonded that the 
endeavor of tho defonce to re-oloot for trial 
under tho Bpoedy trials act, aftor having 
chosen trial by jury, was not warranted by 
aeotion 769 of the code, which restricted ro- 
elootion to persons who camo before magis- 
trates under cortain smallor offences, and 
also juvenilo oITecces named in parte LV 
and LVI of tho code. 

The court remarked that thia was cer- 
tainly a point nover raiaed boforo. Ho had 
hitherto in othor cases told priaonors who 
had eleoted beforo him that tnoy might re- 
elect if thoy wished. 

Hon. Mr. Richards — " Don't commit your- 
self your Lordship " 

The Court — " I have alroady committed 
myself, but if this course Is incorrect the 
sooner wo find it out the better and sot it 
right." 

Hon. Mr, Rlaharda had lookod all through 
tho Ontario cases', but oould find no authority 
for ro-election other than he had alluded to. 
Thore might ho authorities of some of tho 
othor provinces, and unloaa tho court en- 
doraed his views he would aak for an ad- 
journment to look thorn up. Ho thou pro- 
ceeded to read tho eection and gave it aa 
his understanding of the section that the 
permission was given so that prisoners 
who were charged with offoncea that 
woro under the juriadiction of ordinary 
magistrates, might refuao to bo tried that 
way, but might subsequently oloct to bo 
tried by a judge or a jury. But having 
onco eloctea to be trlod by a jury a prisoner 
could not change his mind and elect for a 
speedy trial by a judge. Otherwise a pris- 
oner might, If tho asslzeB were, say two 
months diBtanb, first choose to bo tried at 
tho asaizes and then wait until aomo judge 
before whom ho did not wish to appear waa 
otherwiso engaged and come up boforo an- 
other judge and choose a speedy trial. This 
would practically allow a man to chooao his 
own judge. 

Hon. Mr. Richards alao pointed out thai 
if a prisoner were allowed to ahango hla 
mind aB often aa ho wiahod the Crown would 
bo alwaya undor the exponaivo nocosalty of 
keeping tho witnesses within call, The 
Crown had ralBed these points so that if a 
sentence wero imposod It should stand tho 
toBt of a writ of error or any other proceed- 
ing that the defenco might take against it. 

Mr. Wilson said that tho point raiaod had 
rather taken him by surprise, and ho would 
like to look into authorities beforo answer- 
ing- 

For thia roaaon the court was adjournod 
until 2 o'clook, at which hour Mr. Wilson 
stated that in tho time at his disposal ho 
had been unoblo to find any authorities on 
tho point raised by the Crown, but ho had 
boon Informed that thoro waa ouo Ontario 
authority on the aubioct. Ho would, how- 
over, urge that the praotico followed by at 
loaBt two judgoa of tho Supremo court, 
Mr. Justice Drake and Mr. Justice Walkem, 
had boon to allow a prisoner, after his first 
oloction tho privilego of changing hla mind 
if he desired. There waa no reason why 
thia practice should not bo allowed. 

Hon. Mr. Richarde, in reply, hold that It 
was a question of what authority tho statute 
conferred. If it had boon intondod in tho 
atututo to allow a ohoico of ro-olootion in 
all cases, it would havo been specially men- 
tioned. 

Mr. Justice CroaBo, in viow of too im- 
portance of tho point and it boing one that 
had not beforo boen ralBed, decided to take 
timo to look into it. Ho accordingly ad- 
journed tho oourt till 2 o'clock on Monday, 
when ho will give hla decialon.

to their old waya. The greatest hindrance to 
the reformation of Euoh children is thonui.iber 
of boya of school ago who attond no school 
and are responsible to no one. They lie In 
wait for weak foolish ones ind outioe them 
from tho not always easy path o[ duty. 
Now, it is the children who do not attend 
aohool ab all that we want to roach and can 
reach if we fro about it in a syatomatio way. 
We have a good compulsory clauae iu our 
school law, which reads ua follows : 

" 66. Every ohlld, from the ago of 
seven to twelve, inclusive, shall attend some 
school, or be otherwise educated for six 
monthe in every year ; and any paront or 
guardian who doea not provido that every 
such child under his c»ro shall attend some 
school or be otherwise educated, shall bo 
subjected to the penalties hereinafter pro- 
viced by this aot. 1891, 0.40,8.66.' 

" Vou Bee that all that is needed ia to 
find out who these children are and make 
complaint to the proper authorities. We, I 
am sure, will have in this matter the hearty 
co operation of Magistrate Macrae, who de- 
plores tho lack of control exercised by 
parente in this oity over their children. It 
ia to the interest of our city school board to 
uaaist us in this matter, as every now pupil 
who attends school moans an extra §10 from 
the ' per capita 1 government grant. Apart 
from this our aohool trustees aro always 
ready to do anything for tho benefit of our 
children. 

" What we want ia to jot these boys into 
our schools while they are young. To many 
of those who now attend, school is the only 
olean oomfortablo placo they ever enter and 
tho treatment received at their teacher's 
hands their ouly Idea of justice. At homo 
they aro cuffed and Bcolded and see nothing 
but miaory and equalor ; at school they aro 
treaccd fairly ana in moat oases kindly, and 
their surroundings are everything that can 
be dealrod. I feel sure that if these boya 
could bo got into dooont ways when they 
are undor twelve wo should not have in 
Victoria so many lads who have no respect 
for themselves, their parents or the law of 
the Una.' 

The following resolution was in tho handa 
of Mias Robinaon and Miaa Frazor : 

" Whoreas numbers of sohool children of 
school age do not attond any aohool und aro 
not only forming vicioua habits on the 
streets of thiB city, bub are a continual men- 
ace and source of contamination to those 
children who do attend schools; Be it thoro- 
foro roaolved that this Local Gounotl of 
Women deom it for the public good thab 
such children of school age bo compelled to 
attend some school, and that tho proper 
authoritie3 be petitioned to enforce the com- 
pulsory clause of the aohool act." 

In tho discussion following the presenta- 
tion of this resolution, Trustee Mrs. Gordon 
■ Grant nrged tho appointment cf a municipal 
officer to enforce the oompulsory attendanco 
clauae of tho sohool aot — an ofii:er whose 
duties should Dot conflict wjth those of tho 
truant officer ; the act was, sho pointed out, 
all that waa noooasary, but the maohinory 
for carrying out its provisions was required. 
This view of tho question met with favor, 
and to add to its eif'eotivenesB tho reaolution 
was amended ao thab the recommendation 
of the Women's Council will go to the aohool 
board for the appointment of audi an officer 
aa referred to. The desirability of having 
this offioer a woman was acquiesced in, but 
the sufigeation that a woman would do the 
work just aa well and for less salary than a 
man, cieb with a Btorm of "uo'a." 

" Pay tho work, not the worker," insisted 
Misa Cameron ; " if tho womandoea a man's 
work give her a man's pay." 

The mooting agreed with the justice of 
thla proposition though it did not aoe fib to 
adopt the amondtnent to tho amendment, 
requesting the appointment of a woman. 
The resolution as finally adopted simply re- 
quests the school board to vigorously enforce 
the compulsory clause of tho school act.

HOME FOR AGED WOMEN, 

The Necessity for the Establishment of Such 
an Institution Again Emphasized. 

" Whereas thoro are in this city and pro- 
vince many aged Womon who have do homes 
except temporary ones provided for them by 
benevolenb persons ; and whereas there are 
both provincial and municipal homes pro- 
vided for indigent old man : Therefore bo lb 
resolved, that we petition the provincial and 
municipal authorities for tho establishment 
of a home for aged women." • 

Thie teeolution was introduced by Mrs. 
Spoflord and Mrs. Kdmonds (speaking for 
the W.C.T. U.), who referred to the InjuBtloe 
of discrimination in favor of the aged and 
indigent men of the province, now bo well 
provided for in their deolining years. Many 
of tbeae old men owed their poverty to their 
own Indiscretions, yet they were cared for 
in comJort by a paternal government while 
women whose livea had been of unswerving 
Integrity were loft wbon old and feeble to 
provide for thomselves, dependent upon 
charity, which too often failed altogether to 
meet their nocossitloa. The refuge homo 
could nob be expected to open its doors to 
thoae agod women ; nolthor waa tho fowneBS 
of their number a matter for consideration. 
Tho province owed tho pioneer women the 
same treatment aa the mon — this and noth- 
ing r.ioro. Not so very long ago the W. C. 
T. U. had offered to take the entire charge 
of the old women's homo if the olvio 
authorities would undertake its establish- 
ment aud maintenance, but up to tho present 
no suggestion of compliance with the propo- 
sition had been hoard ot. 

Rev. D. MacRao, speaking for tho Minis- 
terial Association, promised tho hearty co- 
operation of that body in aDy practical 
scheme for giving tho old women a comfort- 
able and permanent homo. The association 
was, he Baid, anxious and willing to assist 
in this as in all questions affecting tho moral 
welfare of the community. 

The reaolution was adoptod aftor MIbb 
Cameron had advocated the doBirability of 
combining tho old womon's homo with the 
old men's. 

" It wouid give all conoornod a more com- 
forta-blo, home-like fooling," sho said, " and 
there is the social aide to bo taken into con- 
sideration. There Is no saying what happl- 
nosB tho combination might nob be produc- 
tive of— I hoard of two inmates of tho Hawai- 
ian homo, aged roBpoobivoly OS and 915, boing 
happily married nob bo very lon^ ago." 

KENDERGAIiTEN TEACHING. 

At What Age Should the State Undertake the 
Education or tho Little Ones? 

The only reaolution of the day to oxcito 
debate was that lasb taken into considera- 
tion, and which, propoaod by Mrs. Scaifo 
and seconded by Mrs. Spofford, tuau as fol- 
lows : 

" Whoroaa tho aohool law doos nob allow 
childron undor tho ago of aix to attend tho 
public schools of this provinoo ; and, whoro- 
aa it has been, and is boing, proved in tho 
States and elaowhoro that for children of

Buoh tender yoara tho kindergarten system 
ia both morally and intellectually auporior 
to any other oducatlonal method extanb : 
Therefore bo it resolved, that the Council of 
Women of Viotoria and Vancouver Island 
do petition |bho government to amend tho 
sohool law, making no restrictions as to age, 
and to speedily establish kindergartens in 
connection with tho publio schools of thla 
city and tho province of British Columbia." 

Mrs. Soaife dwelt ab length upon tho as- 
sistance of the klndorgarten to tho mothor, 
and gave an oarnest and interesting state- 
ment of tho aim and scope of kindergarten 
training. Tho froo'kindt rgarton she held to 
bo one of tho greatest philanthropic agencies 
of tho day, tho timo for the introduction of 
whioh in British Columbia had now arrivod. 

The seconder of tho resolution, Mrs. Spot- 
ford, argued that tho moral training of tho 
child should precodo tho physical develop- 
ment. Tho kindergarten direoted tho 
formation of tho child's character through 
Its play, laying all unknown to tho child tho 
foundation of its eduoatlon, teaching it to 
bo observant, and imparting instruotion for 
good at the most iuiprossionablo period of 
tho little one's life. Sho was hoartily and 
altogether in favor of tho kindergarten. 

Mias A. T). Cameron quoBtioued whether 
it waa the function of tho atate, aa thia re- 
aolution inferred, to provide nuraory gov- 
ernoBsoa for all. Sho was of opinion that tho 
present admirable echool system was juito 
sufliolont, despito tho statements of klndor- 
garten enthusiasts, who had a happy or un- 
happy faculty of gathering together all the 
good features of all other educational sys- 
tems aud presenting them in combinations 
as tho kindorgarton. There were, sho con- 
tended, kindergartens and kindergartens — 
very much doponded on the personality of 
tho toacher, who, if his or her work was to 
bo efficient, must shine through the system. 
Sho held that ib would be a manifest absurd- 
ity to adopb tho resolution aa proaented — ib 
mount simply that tho stato should take 
ohargo of the childron from the hour of their 
birth until thoy ontorod the old men's or 
old women's homo. 

A brief debate followed and the quoation 
was finally deferred for further conaidora- 
tion next Monady.

Seattle, Nov. 8. — Cipb. Jamoa Carroll, 
formerly of tho Pacific Coast Stenm8hip 
Company but now of Juneau, favorB extend- 
ing the steamship lino to Cook inlet. Stores 
and mails from Juneau are now oarriod to 
Cook inlet in small sloops, the trip requiring 
about a month.

finding that we oannot only loarn from ono 
another, but be in our torn of use to anoth- 
er, and with tho consolouanoBB that this has 
been the cbbo, I think we aan bear with 
equanimity the remarks which are some- 
tlmea made that our oouuoll begins, contin- 
ues and ends in talk, and that it has a moBt 
harmful Influence in taking us away from 
our homes and children. I think wo might 
ask sometimes those who say this, to make 
a calculation as to whether the meetings and 
work in conneotion with counoil and tho 
societies of which it is composed take up 
more time than society takes up from thoso 
who bind themeolvos to follow her In all 
ways. (Applause). 

I do not moan to say for a moment that 
Bocioty has not its duties and obligations 
whiob it is moBt right for ua to fulfil, but 
too many of my friends in Canada have told 
me of the burden, the lntolorablo burden, 
that it otten imposed upon them by the con- 
ventional calls and otlior dutiee of this sort 
which would soom to be unneoossary to tho 
keeping up of true friendship or of social 
intercourse with one another. (Applauso.) 
This is a mattor, ladies, which it is perhaps 
soroowhab delicate for mo to speak 
about. But I cannot help thinking that it 
is one which our National Council might 
well consider. It is difficult for ono woman 
or two or throe to move In this matter, but 
as a oouncil representing all Bectlons of 
women, and real zing, IB I am sure you do, 
the necessary oalh and conventionalities 
laid upon those whose lives are othorwlse 
busy and npon whom there aroendleBS calla, 
I think the matter is ono whioh our council 
might endeavor to deal with. 

We thank you ladies, of the executive, es- 
pecially for tho report whioh you sent to 
our National Counoil. We wore sorry that 
you could not be directly reproaented, al- 
though Miss Wilson feels that, having a 
definite oonneotion with Vancouver Island, 
she was not an inappropriate representative. 
I cannot help, howover, hoping that in the 
future you may havo a direct representa- 
tive, or at all events ono of your friends, 
who may have an opportunity of reporting 
to you personally, aa I think it will Increase 
your interest. It was a groat pleasure to 
me to be your representative^ someway and 
to report to your executive when I last met 
with thom. I am afraid your connection with 
the National Council itself imposes rather 
arduouB duties on your counoil in consider 
ing in the spring of tho year the variouB 
resolutions sent to you and in preparing 
papers, for wo hope to havo some papers 
from some of theso ladies who have shown 
how admirably they can bring subjects bo 
fore the public. May I bIbo hope that you 
will appoint Borne lady as your representa- 
tive on the oxeoutive committee, for tho 
clojor councils at a dlstanco can get with 
the National Council, tho bettor it is for the 
Lo3al Council and the National Council too, 
lor the work of promoting unity of feeling 
and enthusiasm which you have found in 
your midst is reproduced in a larger scale in 
the National Counoil, and will, I think, 
have far reaching reBults in this country. 

And now, ladies, to Bpeak for a moment 
of the work of the National Council and of 
its demands upon you aa a local council. 
And, first, I should like to point out to you 
two definite features of tho work accom- 
plished by the National Council. First, is 
the granting of manual education for the 
ohlldren of Ontario in response to the con- 
stant efforts of all tho ooudcHb in that prov- 
ince in bringing the subject before the gov- 
ernment. They were not at firab received 
bo heartily as you would bo by your Minis- 
ter of Education, but, as I havo said before, 
it la wonderful to find that tho efforta of 
one year c iuld bring about such a change, 
for thia autumn any board of school trustees 
in Ontario can introduce manual education 
into ita achools if so minded More than this, 
one oouncil in Ontario foreseeing the success 
of their efforta eatabliahed a small 
training Bchool for women in the different 
branches of domestic science, Buch as cook- 
ing, laundry, sewing and dressmaking, eto. , 
and were able to have toaohorB ready for 
thoBe sohtola which neodod them, and I 
trust that we Bhall hear that they havo 
started the now system thia year. But why 
should we lay eo much atroas on thia 
(jueation ? Not mainly becausu wo believe 
that education of tho eyo and hand must 
go along with that of the ear and brain if 
a full and satisfactory education is to bo 
given, but because it is borno in upon us 
that some Buch manual oducation ia abso- 
lutely necessary if our children are to sua 
ceed in the world. ( AppluuBe.) 

It hoii beon well aaid that tho tragody of 
to-day is not so much the tragedy of tho 
criminal and the tragody of tho incom 
potona ; as Dot the wholly inaompotent, 
but tho partially incompetent, Tho truth 
of that Baying appeals to overy one of ua. 
If any of ua wanta an assistant in any de- 
partment of life, if we want a clerk, a oook, 
a manager of a farm, how few do wo find 
absolutely competent? If you want some- 
one to paint a picture for you, how fow 
there are amorgst whom you can make a 
choice ! Or if yon want a musician, how 
few there aro thoroughly proficient ! And 
In all trades the same thing is 
true. Wo muat proparo our boyB 
and girlB from tho outset to 
understand that thoy muat aohiove absolute 
superiority in some ono thing. (Loud ap 
plause.) And they aro not Hkoly to do this 
unleBS thoy aro brained thoroughly to make 
use of their hands as well aa thoir heads. In 
Groat Britain, thia is being rocogni/.od 
moro and moro. For a long timo, of oourBo, 
sowiDg had boon a regular part of a girl'a 
education in schools, but both It and cook- 
ing are receiving more attention to day. I 
will road a short oxtraot from the laBt re- 
porb of tho Inspeotor of Cooking in the ele- 
mentary schools in England : 

" Last year tho subjeot was taught to tho 
girlB in 2,ti34 departments, in 2,577 of which 
tho inspectors wore satisfied with tho ar- 
rangements, and 122,325 girla earned tho 
four shillings grant, a very small proportion 
of the total number." Sbo makes some 
critioisms of tho kilchono and the mothods 
employed, saying that somo of them aro too 
coatly In their appliances, and that what 
should be aimed ab is tho provision of nlooly 
kept kitohons or rooms suitab'y fittod aa 
suoh, and adequately supplied with thoso 
stores and appliances whioh a thrifty work- 
lngwoman mighb bo expoatod to use. There 
are also evening sohoola in conneotion with 
tbo board sohoola where this olaas of sub- 
jects has beon taken up very largely during 
the pasb year. 

The Inspeotor goes on to say : " Tha 
cl&ates aro Invariably popular with the child- 
ren, who find active employment an agree- 



able change from their other work, and when 
the ipBtruotion given is of a, useful «H<J 
tlivrt)l»«'l Q'-Varaoter urB R j B0 n , uon tt p. 

predated by their parontB." In Edinburgh 
there are two teachers of oooklng and sew- 
ing in every Bohool.tho roBultpoBsibly of hav 
ing very efficient ladies on tho Bchool boaul 
I think in some oases tho trades unions have 
at firsb objected to theboginnlng of technical 
inatruotiou in tho bcIiooIb ; bub oertainly in 
some placoB on the contlnenb they have bo 
far changed from this attitudo that they 
aotually subaoribod for tho support of the 
sohoola, bellovlog thom to lay the founda- 
tion for good workmanship in tho future. 

I oannot holp regretting, ladios, that you 
did not Inoludo In your programme a roeolu 
tion on this subject to-day, but I trust that 
you will boor it In mind. One of tho groat 
benefits which wo may oxpect to result from 
manual oduoation will bo a much moro just 
ostlmato of tho dignity of labor. 

We aro often told of the farmers' sons 
who aro flocking into tho oitloa, and their 
daughters who are becoming clerkB and 
typewriters for a mere pittanoo, often amidst 
mjst unhealthy surroundings, inBtead of 
t iking to the profosBion of tholr fathorB 
and thoir mothore. What does it mean '.' 
Ib meana that by giving our public Bchool 
ohildren an exclusive literary education wo 
are training them to look upon that aB far 
superior to the knowledge of how to farm 
well, or of how to oook well. There are 
many complaints about this and about tho 
diffloulty of getting good and reliable ser- 
vanta, and yet we do not trace cauBO and 
effect and Bee that the oducation given to 
our ohlldren is largely roiponslble for tho 
estimate thoy form of tho dignity of labor. 
Ferhapa, ladies, you think me aomewhat 
raah for alluding to the subjeot of domestic 
aorvanta ab all, for you have perhaps soen 
aome of thoBO paragraphs according to which 
I am auppoBod to have rathor strange no- 
tlona upon that aubjoct. I do nob know, 
for instance, whether you have evor road 
the following, whioh I take from tho New 
York Tribune, a leading Amerioan paper : 
" Storloa ourreot in Canada indicate vory 
strained relations between Rideau Hall and 
certain social magnatc-a. Some of those 
stories may havo been manufactured ; many 
ate doubtless exaggerated ; but the taot ro- 
mains that they obtain crodence. It la said 
that hotels, as well as private households, 
have declined to entertain Lady Aberdeen 
on account of her interference with domestic 
Bervico In the interest of reform. Ono story 
relates that Lady Aberdeen waB invited to 
dino at tho homo of a leader of society lu 
Montreal. The maida in attondance were 
dreoscd in neat suits of black lustre, with 
dainty white caps In paaBing into the din- 
ing room Lady Abordeon glanced at thoso 
coatumoa with disapproving eyes. When 
one of these maids served hor, she said, in- 
dicating tho cap : " My poor ohild, I boo 
you still wear that unfortunate badgo of 
servitudo. Pray take it off, and do nob pub 
it on again while you Bervu mo." Tho maid 
at once complied, but tho miBtreBBof the house 
caught sight rf ner caploes hoad, and, beck- 
oning her, d minded tho oauBe. The girl 
said she hail taken off tho oap by request of 
Lady Aberdeen. Tbo mlstreSB told her to 
pub it lu at once, and the girl oboyod. It 
ia Bald i hat after dinner Lady Aberdeen dis- 
claimed any intention of Interference, and 
that hor hostess politely but firmly explain- 
ed that in hor own house sho had alwayB 
been and would continue to be the mistress 
of her own servants. 

"Another etory ia to the effeat that a 
couple well known in Ottawa society wore 
invited to dino at Rideau Hall. Tho ab- 
sence of the husband from the city caused 
his wife to decline. Lady Aberdeen Bent an 
Invitation for hor to dino en famille, and on 
her arrival explained : ' Thia is Haddo 
Hall night, when wo all (lino with tho 
servants in tholr dining-room. Lord Aber- 
deen will tako you into dinner, and the but- 
ler will take me.' Thereupon the visitor 
boggod to decllue the honor. Sho had not 
understood that the invitation to dine with 
the family Included the servants." 

Ladies you will understand how gladly I 
tike this opportunity of thanking my British 
Columbia frionda who ao gallantly camo to 
my rosruo the other day and sent a letter 
contradicting those atoriea to Vanity Fair, 
a paper largely read in cortain circles in 
England. I am vory grateful to that kind 
ohampion. (Loud and continued applause.) 
If I may conatitute you ladieB my champions 
in thia matter I shall bo very grato- 
ful (renewed applause). I'f you do tako 
up my cause, porhapB you will Btate that 
it ia a curious fact, but it is a fact, that the 
girls in our houaohold have always worn 
capa, and moreover, that I havo never heard 
the breath of an objection from thom to do 
ing so. Most of thom havo been brought up 
under the very shadow of Haddo House, 
aome of them being daughters of men who 
have been all their yeara in tho service of tho 
family, and no mistress of any houaohold 
oould havo more reason to be proud of the 
service of hardworking, self-respecting 
lasseB than I h»vo of mino. I have suid 
enough of thia. I cannot, howover, too 
Btrongly omphaBlze my belief that Borvanta 
will only become competent) ao a oluse in 
this or in any other country when compe- 
tency is domandod of them — whon definite 
braining Ib given ; when ib la shown that 
brains are needed for domestic service— that 
none need hope for a good eituotion who do 
not possess a rocognizod oortificato or de- 
gree indicating rollablo knowlodgo. 

I think it is ebown that there Ib alroady a 
fooling in this respoot, in tho formation cf 
training-schools in various parta of tho 
world. Ono of tho moat admirable I have 



Been is at Sligo. Thoy have had for a long 
time an industrial Bohool there for girls up 
to tho age of 16. Tha mother tupurior, a 
very practical and nb'o woman, lament- 
ed thab ahe cuM not give tho 
girls practical tnni.ii g by that age. 
She atarted a rpf-oiul school for girls over 16, 
the result of whion ia that she cannot sup- 
ply the demand. The girls go principally 
to England, Scotland and Ireland. Ono of 
our councils haa taken this in hand and I 
hope tbit beforo another year there will bo 
a training school in Quebec especially for 
Franeh Canadian girls, who Beom likely to 
make admirable servants whon well trained. 
When these, and suoh as those, 
havo 1,1 'en oatabliahed and havo 
dine their WOlk, W<± when mistresses aa a 
class have olso been teqatttf to urderatand 
the needs of a housoholet, haw to tninage a 
household and what constitutes a good S6r- 
vunt, wo Bhall havo made a great atep and 
then will oomo the recognition which abso- 
lute competency brings. A trained and cer- 
tificated servant will no longer be looked 
upon as inferior in tho soaial bcaIo to her 
6leter, tho typewriter or the telegraph alork, 
and it will bo understood truly that eho will 
wish for opportunities for self oulturo and 
improvement outsido her work, So, for all 
reasons, ladieB of tho eounoil, presB the man- 
ual education, and don't roat until you have 
got the rest ot tho counoils in British Col 
umbia to do tho Bame. (Applauao ) 

I havo only a little timo loft to Bpeak of 
tho other achievements ofj the National 
Council, and that Is in getting womon 
factory inspoctora appointed for trie inspec- 
tion of tho factories and workshops whore 
tho womon and children of Ontario are em- 
ployed. The first woman factory inspector 
huB boon nppointod In Ontario, and 
thero is a promise of one next 
yrar being appointed for tbo Provinco 
of Quebec. Thab wo feol to be a vory 
groat step. That remnids mo of the resolu- 
tion aent back to your local oouncil respect- 
ing tho hours of work for womon in factories, 
BtoroB and workshops. That resolution was 
Benb to us from Kingston, bub after carofully 
discuBaing the subjecb wo come to the con- 
clusion that wo did not know enough about 
lb, and ao wo Benb it back to our local coun- 
cils for conflidoration. Wo truat thoy will 
give it their very oarnest and wIbs con- 
sideration, as it is a very difficult 
subjeot. Thero are two opinions 
in regard to it. 01 course at first sight ono 
would wiBb to do anything to lighten tho 
labors and difficulties of these women who 
have to work at great disadvantages, and 
yet there is a danger that we may do them 
more harm than good. I would aak you, 
therefore, to find out tho fooling of tho 
women thomsolves, the wisest amongst 
them, and consider tho question in all ita 
bearings before you send In your report upon 
the mattor. 

While Epeaking upon thia aubject, I am 
Buro you will bo glad to hoar that the Libor 
Congreas which mot in London, Ontario, the 
other day, pas3ed a resolution to the effeot 
that In all cities where thoy are represented 
they ahould appoint women to represent 
thoir women on their local councils. 
(Applause. ) The other Bubjoct which haB 
been relegated to you, I need not 
diecuaa at length. We ask you to tako 
BtcpB to discover whether tbo introduction 
pernicious literature amongst the young 
peoplo in thia province iB being oarried on to 
any extent, and what means can bo taken 
to Btop it. I will ask you whon tho report 
of tho National Council le received, to read 
the facta as mentioned by the ladieB whoapoko 
ab thab time, sadly and painfully. They had 
to show that most definite and fioudiBh of- 
fortB aro being made to undermine tho 
morality of tho young people of this coun- 
try, and if we can do nothing olse we can at 
least warn tho parents and ask them to 
watch all missives of all sorts or kind which 
oomo addressed to our children. 

There are other subjects which havo an 
Interest for the counoil, but I will spare 
you. But will not ovon this alight and im- 
perfect akotch of tho work which wo havo at 
present in band suilico to answer the (juob- 
lioniogs of those who havo had donbta aa to 
what tho aso of the oouncil may bo ? 

Wo can nover hope to answer the query 
of what tho oouncil is going to do, for this 
will evor vary with time and place and cir- 
cumstances. We seek to adapt onrsolvea to 
each community and do nob desire to force 
on any movement in any locality juBt bo- 
canae another district supports it. But, 
rememboring thab our central princi- 
ple ia to further the application of 
tho golden rule to Bociety, oub 
torn and law, wo may perhaps bo 
allowed to Bummariz? our work by Baying 
that In taking this aim wo desire thoreby 
to show that wo mean in every deed tho 
prayor which Is so ofton on our lipa " Thy 
kiDgdom como ; thy will bo done on earth 
as It ia in Heaven," and that we moan to 
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carry that prayer into action. For what is 
tho Kingdom of God J We are taught thab 
it ia llko the aoed growing— you know not 
how. It ahoota through the hard dry 
groend and makes Its woy up slowly bub 
surely and bhen there la the blade oud then 
tha full corn in the ear j or lb is like leavon 
gradually spreading ita influence and per- 
meating all that it touches. 

It is not moat and drink and it dooa not 
therefore appeal to our senses. Bub ib is 
rlghtooUBnoBB, peace and joy. Therafore ib 
means a lovo for righteousness, a passion for 
all that Is pure and true and juat. It moans 
soulo aflame with tho dosiro to do their 
very boBb according to the light vouchsafed 
to them, a determination to live according 
to tho highest that wo know, scorning all 
thoso miserable aims that end with eelf 
and aolf-advancemont and unit-indulgence. 
Ib moanB to try — not only oursolveB — to ob- 
servo tho golden rule In all ways and in all 
circumstances, bub to holp othorB to carry it 
out, not only in tho Church but alao in tho 
State ; not only in tho homo but in socioty, 
in the press, in art, in literature, and in all 
rotations of life. 

Would nob the accompliahment of thia 
mean tho coming of tho kingdom J And are 
not bhose tho aims of our oouncil? We re- 
cognize thab tho Kingdom of God muab como 
firsb bo tho individual eonl in the full surren- 
der of the whole being to the doing of tho 
the holy will of God at all timoB and 
in oil places. But that being bo, in 
order to further the coming of this 
kingdom in our homes, in our communities, 
in our country, our churches toaoh ub that 
we need associated effort, both within our 
own cburub and without; and thia asso- 
ciated eflorb ia whab our council eeoks to 
provide among bho women of this country. 
It Books ever to uphold a high Ideal before 
them and to bind them together in its pur- 
suit. 

And why do we boliovo that we shall 
prosper in our own mission ': It was a say- 
ing of the Italian patriot Mazzinl that no 
movement could Buccoed which could not in- 
spire tho hearts of those who strove for it 
with tho ever present consciousness 
of " God wllla it." Membora of tho 
National Council of Women, can wo not ooho 
thab ory, " Vos, God willB ib " — aye, 
God willa it." Let that be 
our watchword in all thab , wo 
undertake, and let that bo our strength. 
In our frailty and infirmity of purpose we 
may ofteb err and often falter, but in that 
power fed by a lovo inspired by faith, wo 
ehall surely conquer.
